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RETORT OF SELECTMEN. 


To the Town of Rutland : 

Having been selected to manage and direct the municipal 
affairs of the town, we consider it our duty to give to our consti- 
tuents an account of our stewardship. 

We are happy in being able to announce that the expenses 
of the town for the past year, incurred by the subscribers, have 
been much less than for many years past, a large amount of the 
orders drawn by us, being for former indebtedness. . Indeed, the 
current expenses for the year are only $2,281 47. 

The new bridge across Otter Creek, near the mouth of East 
Creek, contracted to be built last year for the sum of $5,500, has 
been completed and is acknowledged to be a safe and permanent 
structure. When our board came into office we found the pier 
of this bridge to be built on a quicksand foundation, and together 
with a committee of judicious gentlemen, appointed by the town, 
deemed it unsafe. The pier has been taken down and rebuilt in 
a more substantial manner upon piles driven into the river bad, 
over twenty feet, and at an additional expense of $800, making 
the whole cost $G,300, including the building of the road and 
protecting the creek from washing out a new channel. $5,450 of 
the amount has been paid. The balance to be paid when it is 
ascertained after the Spring freshets that the creek bank is pro 
perly protected. 

During the past summer a substantial bridge has been erected 
over the Castleton river, miles north-west of the West Rut- 
land hotel, at an expense of $350. 

About $127 has been expended upon the road leading from 
Rutland to Chittenden, near the line of the town of Pitta- 
ford, and as a consequence the good natured inhabitants of 
Chittenden and along the line of the road, have withdrawn tl'P'r 
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application to the County Court for commissioners to lay out a 
new road, that would cost this town all of $10,000, and a large 
amount annually to keep it in repair. 

The sum of §320 has been judiciously expended on the 
“Turnpike” road, leading to Hendon, on which frequent repairs 
have become necessary, owing to tl;e large amount of teaming 
done on that thoroughfare. 

The dangerous crossings on the railroad at the Chair Fac- 
tory, and near the freight depot are a great annoyance to the 
public. A petition has been presented for a new road from West 
street to Forest street, with a tunnel under the railroad, about 
midway between these two crossings. The expense would be 
large, and, in our opinion, the danger to life and limb would be 
only partially obviated. We recommend that measures be taken 
to arrange with the railroads to liavo flagmen constantly stationed 
at the two crossings named. 

The old Town Hall property lias been adjusted agreeable to 
a former vote of the town, and a town order given (including 
interest) for §2,320. Deeds have been executed by the heirs of 
the late Josiali Iluntoon, of the land and the material thereon. 
The town now has a good title to the lot, 00 feet front on Wash- 
ington street, and running back to the jail lot. During the past 
autumn the town made a sale of lid, 470 of the brick of the old 
town hall at $5,00 per thousand, making §577,35. Also some 
§7-1 worth of stone. The remainder of the stone in the founda- 
tion can be sold for a fair valuation, and we recommend t fie sale 
of the lot, which is not needed for town purposes. 

We congratulate our townspeople on the near completion of 
the new Town Hall, when the valuable records and other papers 
now exposed to destruction, car. be safely kept in lire-proof vaults,

THE NEW TOWN HALL. 


The village corporation of Rutland having voted the sum of 
$15,000 for the purpose of building a Village Hall and rooms for 
the accommodation of the fire department and their engines ; and 
the town of Rutland having subsequently voted $20,000 for the 
purpose of building a Town Hall, together with rooms for town 
officers, and fire proof^vaults, the town and village, through com- 
mittees appointed by each, made a written agreement, to build un- 
der one and the same roof, and defined what each party should 
build and what each should own, Both parties are to equally 
share the expenses of draining, taking water into the building, 
and filling up around it. The agreement also specifies relative 
to insurance, and the rebuilding should the structure be destroyed 
by fire, 

The subscriber having been requested to make contracts for 
material and labor, and to pay for the same, considers it proper 
to make this brief report. Having freely and frequently consult- 
ed with Mr. Franklin* Billings and Capt. William Gilmore, two 
of our board of Selectmen, and by the advice of some of our large 
tax payers, our board decided to make a much better and conve- 
nient structure than originally intended. The changing of tlie 
position of the stairs to the gallery, a coal room under the princi- 
pal stairs, a fire-proof vault for the Selectmen, in'addition to that 
for the Town Clerk ; the platform on the souLh end of the hall ; 
the circle from the walls to the ceiling of the hall ; the cornice 
and the other mouldings of stucco around the six ventilators, the 
stucco hard finished ceiling, and Jtlie sand coat and blocking of 
the walls, as well ns the pencilling the brick work are some of 
the improvements, and we feel confident that our fellow towns- 
people will approve of all that our board have done. 
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Up to the writing of this, (Feb. 20), town orders to pay ex- 
penses of the Town Hall hare been drawn to the amount of 
$17,380. Of this amount $13,200 have been given to the three 
banks in this place, on which discounts amounting to $200 85 
has been paid in order to raise money to pay for most of the ma- 
terial and labor. These discounts, together with money paid for 
over a thousand loads of earth, and the drawing of the same, to 
fill up around the building, will reduce the town hall expenses 
proper over a thousand dollars ; so that only about 810,000 has 
been expended, and I should judge that bills now contracted and 
yet unpaid, will make the whole expense to this time about 
$20,000, and I should think that about §5,000 more will be re- 
quired to complete it, aside from the heating, lighting and chairs 
for seating. 

The. whole building from foundation to roof, is thoroughly 
built, and the subscriber is prepared to show where, to whom, 
and what for, every dollar has been expended, and vouchers for 
the same. A more detailed report will be made at town meeting, 
if called for, and as the meeting is to be held in the new Town 
Hall, everything can then and there be explained. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

You have herewith a list of Persons who have received assist- 
ance outside the Poorhonse, and the amount annexed to each 
name. 

There have been admitted to the Poorkouse during the year 
26 different persons, and the average number during the year hits 
been 12. 

There are now in the Poorhouse eight adults and no children. 
There has been no deaths at the house. Among the poor who 
have received aid outside the Poorhouse, there has been eight 
deaths, all of whom have been adults. 

I have rendered aid to 225 different persons, including chil- 
dren, outside the Poorhouse, during the year. Some of the above 
cases may not have been objects of charity, but if your overseer 
lias erred in any case, it has been on t lie side of mercy, as he 
thinks. j
